COLORADO MINERS ARE INDICTED | 


Denver, Colo, May 13.—Lieutenants R. W. 
Benedict and S. J. Lamme, two officers of the 
Colorado national guard, were the chief wit- 
nesses today at the trial of Maj. Patrick J. 
Hamrock before the general court martial at 
the state rifle range near Golden. Maj. Ham- 
rock is being tried on charges of murder, 
manslaughter, arson, and larceny, growing 
out of the battle between strikers and state 
troops at Ludiow on April 20. and the subse- 
quent fire that destroyed the strikers’ tent 
colony. 

The two officers, who acted under orders 
of Major Hamrock on the day of the battle, 
swore’ 

That the battle was started by strikers, 
who fired upon the national guardsmen. 

That three bombs were fired as a sig- 
nal for assistance only after a number 
of bullets from strikers’ rifies had struck 
pear the military camp. 

That Major Bamrock was not in the 
immediate vicinity of the tent colony 
when the fire started. 

That, in their estimation, the fire was 
started by an explosion of an overturned 
lamp and not by the state troops. 

That two women ana eleven children 
who fost their lives in the colony, they 
believed, died of suffoeation hours before 
the fire broke out. 

Representatives of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, invited to produce witnesses 
at the hearing, made no anouncement of 
their intention up to adjournment late today.

In his testimony Lieut. 8. J. Lamme, a 
physician of La Veta, Colo., who acted as ald 
to Maj. Hamrock during the battle, testified 
he carried orders from Maj. Hamrock to Capt. 
Edwin 8. Carson when that officer, with 
forty members of Troao A, arrived from 
Trinidad late in the afternoon. 

“The orders were, the witness said, ‘* to 
advance down the tracks in the direction of 
the tent colony to the pumphouse, where the 
strikers were entrenched, and the Colorado

Go ahead there is nothing to pre- 
vont you. You wouldn't be punished; every 
one around me would be glad to have me out 
of the way, and you would be heroes. No, 
there, you see, itis as I told you. Not one of 
vou has the courage to do it. Tell the men 
Lat sent you that they will go to the confer- 
ipce without my resignation or anything that 
looks like it. On the contrary, I shall tell 
them positively that I shall stay hereas long 
as I please. If I am forced to flee, I shall do 
so without resigning; I shall still be presi- 
cent.”

Union Given Until Noon Today 


to Let Twelve Men Return 
to Powers Company. 


the Chicago Bakery Men's association will 
be locked out today unless the twelve men 
employed by the Powers Baking company 
return to work. 

Contempt proceedings are promised against 
any person or organization interfering with 
the return of the Powers company bakers. 

The bakers’ controversy is a development 
of the strike against the twen:y restaurants 
owned separately by Walter Towers, George 
Knab, and B. J. Efting, all officers of the 
Powers Baking company. 


Contract at Fault. 

The bakers of the Powers company were 
called out when the waitresses at the Knab, 
Powers, and Efting restaurants went on 
strike. Investigation developed the then 
existing contract between the Powers com- 
pany and the bakers had not been ratitied 
by a committee, as required by the union. 
This left the “ boss bakers" powerless to 
force the return of the men. 

On Tuesday Tony Weth, business agent 
of the bakers’ union, signed a new contract 
with Efting, Knab, and Puwers, and it was 
agreed the men should return to work at 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. At noon 
Weth notified the officers of the Powers com- 
pany that the bakers would not return to 
work, 

H. A. Smith, a stockholder of the Powers 
company, who net the striking bakers, said 
Rudolph Kerns, an assistant to Weth, was 
standing out against a return of the men 
because of his sympathy with the restaurant 
Strikers. , 

The Powers company officers recalled the 
terms of the decision of Judge Windes en- 
joining all persons from interfering with the 
execution of contracts made with Mr. Knab.

The desertion of Tampico by the gunboats 
was the signal for the evacuation of that 
city by the Mexican Federals and meant the 
withdrawal of Gen. Zaragoza s chief support, 
as they have directed against the rebel pos- 
tions the strong and most effective fire that 
has characterized the battle of Tampico. 

In order to keep the gunboats from being 


captured or sunk by the rebels it was neces- 


sary for their commanders to put to sea. 
The narrowness of the Panuco river above 
and below Tampico would have made it 


' easy for the rebels to have brought up their 


large guns and directed such a fire against 
the gunboats as would soon have sunk them. 


Heaviest Fighting of Long Battle, 
The fighting this forenoon, when the Zara- 


gota, the Vera Cruz, and the Bravo were 
steaming down the Panuco river, was the 
heaviest which has occurred during W 
tle. 

As the rebels advanced toward the center 
of the city the Federals retreated, fighting 
every step of the way.

Coast Hostilities at an End. 

With the fall of Tampico, hostilities on the 
gulf coast of Mexico come to an end, at least 
for a time 

The Federals are maintaining the armis- 
tice so far as the Americans are concerned, 

according to a note from Gen. Rubio Navar- 
rete published here today. Nowhere else 
glong the coast line. except at Tampico, are 
there more than scattered posts of Federals 
or Constitutionalists, and the logical move- 
ment of the victors from Tampico would be 
to join forces with those besieging San Luis 
Potosi. 

South of Tampico the Federal forces, on 
the Mexican railroad, are merely holding out- 
posts against a possible American advance 
inland. The country between Tampico and 
Vera Cruz, and inland to the line of the Mex- 
ican National railroad, is barren and moun- 
tainous and impossible for military opera- 
tions. 

There is no railroad or other means for the 
Constitutionalists to move against the Fed- 
erdis at Paso del Macho, nor would they gain 
great advantage by driving them back to- 
ward the capital. 

The Constitutionalists first attacked Tam- 
pico last December, and fighting has been 
virtually continuous since. Twice they 
fe drove the Federal garrison into the towp 
* nd ictory seemed near, but were shelled by 
tie gunboats and were forced to retire to 
the hills. 

No estimate of the losses on either side 
has ever been officially obtained. 

The last reports of the Federal forces at 
Tampico indicated there were less than 2,000 
soldiers, but they were well supplied with 
ammunition and artillery. Only the presence 
of the Mexican gunboats saved the city re- 
peatedly. 


Will Be Commerce Help. 

El Paso, Tex., May 13.—The capture of 
Tampico by Gen. Pablo Gonzales will elim- 
inate any possibility of complications with 
foreign nations and will mean the reopening 
of commercial and industrial pursuits 
throughout the interior of Mexico, according 
to a statement made tonight by Roberto V. 
Pesqueira, confidential representative of 
Gen. Carranza. 

The tenseness of the international situa- 
tion, he said, had been relieved because the 

entry of Gonzales’ troops into Tampico would 
give absolute insurance of protection for the 
oil wells and all other property, no matter 
by whom owned, and would obviate any fric- 
tion or necessity for action by foreign na- 
tions. 

The capture of Mazatlan on the Pacific 
coast was expected within a few days, Mr. 
Pesqueira said, and with a port of entry 
on each coast the Constitutionalists would 
“have undisputed possession of more than 
half of Mexico. 


MAY SAVE OIL DISTRICT. 

Washington, D. C., May 13.—The develop- 
ments at Tampico injected many new phases 
into the general Mexican situation. The 
practical certainty that the Constitutional- 
iste are in control of Tampico made it ap- 
parent that the United States would be ina 
position to bring about a returnsof normal 
conditions in the oil district. 

Negotiations with the Constitutionalists 
to permit American and other foreign em- 
ployés to return to the wells will be begun 
as soon as news of the complete occupation 
of the district by the rebels is received. 

Reports were current that strong pressure 
would be brought to bear on the Constitu- 
tionalists from several quarters to induce 
them to participate in the mediation.

Villa and Obregon Are Re- 
ported to Have Had a 
Serious Quarrel. 


WILL RACE TO CAPITAL. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Special.}~— 
The administration was advised tonight of a 
serious dissension among the Carranza 
forces in Mexico. 

There has been a break, it is reported, be- 
tween Villa and Obregon, the Constitutional- 
ist commander on the west coast. Carranza 
is described as favoring Obregon. The sit- 
uation is regarded as endangering the Amerl- 
can plan of encouraging the Constitutional- 
ists to drive Huerta from power. 

Obregon, now close to Tepic, oceupied to- 
day by Federal forces, and Villa, near Saltil- 
lo, are engaged in a race for Mexico City. 
It is possible that Obregon will be first in the 
capital. Spies report that the Federalist 
troops on the west coast. including those of 
Guadaljara, are ready to surrender to Obre- 
gon. Probably they will go over to him en- 
tirely, as Huerta has not paid them for sev- 
eral weeks, and they prefer uniting with 
Obregon to surrendering to Villa. 


Villa Quarrels with Others. 

Villa, it is said, has been quarreling with 
most of the mer serving under him. He and 
Carranza l.ave about reached the parting of 
the ways. Strong pressure has been brought 
to bear to keep them from separating, but 
serious doubts are expressed here as to their 
getting, together again In no event will 
Obregon coiperate with Villg in a concerted 
movement against Mexico City. 

According to information received here. 
Obregon has the best command of any of 
the Constitutionallst leaders. He has 10,000 
men in his own army and 7.600 under other 
commanders, with twenty-five pieces of field 
artillery. 

Should Obregon turn against Villa, thereis 
little doubt that he will get the Federal 
troops on the west coast. They tota! 10,000, 
with 1,000 in Lower California and 3,000 in 
Guaymas, Mazatlan, and Tepic. Negotia- 
tions are on for the surrender and amalgama- 
tion of the Guaymas forces. 


Huerta May Flee Capital. 

Huerta is preparing to leave Mexico City 
and make a last desperate stand at Puebla, 
a town half way to Vera Cruz from the cap- 
ital, in case the rehels are successful in 
presaing on the vicinity of Mexico City. This 
information was giver, President Wilson by 
Nelson O'Shaughnessy, former chargé d’af- 
faires of the American embassy in the Mex- 
ican capital. It is unofficially reported that 
the news of the defeat of the Federals at 
Tampico has nad the effect of hastening 
Huerta’s preparaticns. 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy told the president that 
Huerta would not resign, but is pessimistic 
regarding the length of time his dictatorship 
can stand. Rather than consent to his 
elimination, Mr. O'Shaughnessy is reported 
to have informed President Wilson, Huerta 
will make a last stand, plans for which were 
made months ago, wien a succession of Con- 
stitutionalist victories caused the first 
alarm in Mexico City. 


Hope to Placate Huerta. 

In the hope of placating Gen. Huerta and 
preventing the summary termination by him 
of the mediation proceedings the A-B-C rep- 
resentatives today telegraphed assurance to 
Mexico City that the American flag had not 
been hoisted over Lobos island. 

The administration will not permit the 
Lobos island affair to prevent the meeting of 
the mediators and the representatives of 
Huerta and the United States, if it can 
help it. 

The official report from Lieutenant com- 
mander Jeffera, commanding the torpedo 
boat Fanning, says the keepers of the light 
on the island explained to hin? that under in- 
structions they must remove the operating 
machinery. In order to obtain posseasion of 
the machinery Lieutenant Commander Jef- 
fers gave a certificate to the keepers that he 
had taken possession of the lighthouse by 
force.

Should a revolt take place in Mexico City 
these troops could be landed and marched 
as promptly as possible to the Mexican capi- 
tal. 

H. Percival Dodge, a diplomat of wide ex- 
perience, particularly in Latin American af- 
fairs, was named today as secretary of the 
American commission to Niagara Falls. 


BRITISH TO OFFER SOLUTION. 

LONDON, May 14, 3 a. m.—The Standard 
says that Sir Edward Grey, British secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, has had under con- 
sideration a dispatch from Sir Lionel Carden, 
the British minister at Mexico City, dealing 
exhaustively with the whole Mexican situa- 
tion. This is to be submitted to a cabinet 
meeting, together with the foreign secre- 
tary’s notes thereon. 

It is understood, according to the Standard, 
that Sir Edward advises that no useful pur- 
poses will be served by South American 
mediation and that he will indicate a line 
of policy which will go far to minimize the 
possibility of further bloodshed. 


ATTACKS HUERTA IN SENATE; 
OWEN CALLS HIM MURDERER. 


Oklahoman Reviews History of Dicta- 
tor’s Rise to Show Wilson’s Course 
Is Right. 


Washington, D.C., May 13.—Asserting that 
President Wilson was justified in refusing to 
recognize Victoriano Huerta as president of 
Mexico and that the Unted States must not 
turn back until it has established constitu- 
tional government in that republic, Senator 
Owen today startled the senate with a re- 
markable denunciation of the Mexican dic- 
tator. 

His speech was a history of Huerta from 
the time he tore the reins of power from the 
hands of Madero to the present. It was a 
story full of murder, intrigue, and violence. 
Owen rejoiced, he said, that mediation had 
been offered. 65 

But,“ he declared, let no mistake be 
made. We must demand order, constitution- 
al self-government, and that the right of sov- 
ereignty be placed in the hands of the people 
of Mexico, under safeguards that will prom- 
ise stability of government. If necessary we 
must enforce these demands at the cannon’s 
mouth. If we are compelled to use force we 
must first pledge the United States against 
retaining Mexican territory.“

Criminals in San Juan de Ulua 
Escape by Changing Names. 


MENACE TO VERA CRUZ. 


Mexican Army Reernits and Political 
Prisoners Are Victims,

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
Vera Cruz, May 13.—A friendly Mexican 
army officer has informed Gen. Funston that 


ress prison of San Juan de Ulua, were re- 
leased by mistake by the Americans and are 
in Vera Cruz or with the bands that are 
plundering the country beyond the Ameri- 
can outposts. 

The information, which came direct, has 
been confirmed by Prof. Cousachs of the 
Annapolis Naval academy, a linguist whom 
Rear Admiral Badger and Gen. Funston 
have put in charge of the investigation. 

The results so far are that it has been dis- 
covered that before the occupation there were 
106 men charged with murder in San Juan. 
There were also several scores of political 
prisoners and several hundred other men 
who were held there simply to become re- 
cruits in the Federal army. 


Take Names of “Recruits.” 

Among these murderers were many des- 
perate bandits and professional criminals 
most dangerous to any community. 

When the United States opened the prison 
it freed the political prisoners and as many 
of the recruit“ prisoners as were able to 
go. A great many of them, however, were 
too weak from their experiences to leave at 
all. 

The seventy murderers who gained their 
liberty simply took the names of recruits 
whom they terrified into silence. It has not 
been disclosed but it is believed that some 
of the Mexican keepers and guards aidcd 
them. The recruits who were left were put 
in the cells and ticketed as the dangerous 
prisoners and not until the investigation was 
begun did any of them say a word. 


Hard Task Still Remains. 

The task of separating the innocent from 
the thirty-six remaining murderers is most 
delicate, for all of them now claim to bs 
substitutes. However, the work is progress- 
ing slowly. 

The recruits do not want to leave the prison 
and when they are freed they volunteer to 
remain and work for their keep. 

The recruits who have gone to work are 
only allowed to toil four hours a day be- 
cause of their physical condition. They ex- 
press their gratitude for their treatment 
and any time it is suggested that they can 
go into the interior as refugees they raise a 
protest. It means they would have to go 
back into the army.

Huerta May Recall General to 
Capital to Strengthen 
Forces There. 


NAVARETTE IS SUCCESSOR 


Americans Do Not Fear That 
Change Means an Attack 
Upon Seaport. 


Vera Cruz, May 13.—President Huerta has 
placed Ger. Rubio Navarette in command of 
the forces in front of Vera Crus, with head 
quarters at Cordoba. It is believed that 
Gen. Huerta has called Gen. Maas to the 
capital to utilize him in the Hne of defense 
against the northern Constitutionalists. 

Gen. Navarette is an officer in whom 
Huerta always placed great confidence, and 
he is regarded as the best artillery officer in 
the Mexican army. Placing him in charge 
of Gen. Maas’ command may have been due 
in part to the record of Gen. Maas at Vera 
Cruz when the American forces landed. Gen. 
Maas left the city early in the fighting with- 
out calling out all his troops. For this he 
was severely criticised by President Huerta. 

Before taking command Gen. Navarette 
was in charge of the work of establishing 
the line of Mexican outposts, and two days 
after the fighting in Vera Cruz ceased he 
traveled about unmolested within the Amer- 
ican lines, gathering all the information pos- 
sible. 


Do Not Fear Attack.

Navarette’s men are not concentrated in | 


sufficient numbers to arouse any fear of at- 
tack, and reports from Corboda do not in- 
dicate that he had received any great sup- 
port from the capital. a 

It io known that his Intelligence department 
is working within the American lines to ob- 
tain such information as it can and that 
even the women who accompany the Mexi- 
can army to cook and care for the men are 
making frequent visits into the city, oftenas 
vendors of fruits and vegetables. 

The Americans have made little effort to 
stop these activities, as there appears to be 
little information here that the Mexicans 
might not as well have. 


Causes Rumor in Washington. 

Washington, D. C., May 18.—The removal 
of Gen. Maas at Vera Crus caused much po- 
ulation around the state, war, and navy de- 
partments. Some officials were inclined to 
attach special significance to the move, see- 
ing in it evidence of Huerta’s intention to 
strengthen his position around the port occu- 
pied by Americans and possibly to assume an 
offensive attitude. 

It was suggested that the force driven out 
of Tampico might undertake to march 
through the mountains and effect a junction 
with the army between Mexico City and Vera 
Crug.

Flags Decorate Windows in Vi- 
einity of House Where Sol- 
dier’s Parents Live.

WHITE haired pa- 
triarch in one of the 
numerous sweat- 
shops in the ghetto 
rose from the ma- 

hine at 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning and 
walked over to the 
foreman. 

“TI cannot work,” 
he said in a quaver- 
ing voice.

And as the foreman had his doubts, the 
man added: IWas a soldier in the old coun- 
try. I served in the Crimean war. See 
pere”—pointing below the kneecap—‘ is 
where I got a bullet.“ 

The old soldier was not the only one whose 
“head was there where Sammy’s body 
wasawaited. The head of every ghetto resi- 
dent was with Sammy Meisenberg, Chicago’s 
hero, but the ghetto’s child. 


Thousands Close Stores and Shops. 

Thousands of persons on the west side 
failed to show up at their work. Thousands 
of others closed their little stores and stands 
and took themselves to the La Salle street 
station. Employers gave orders to their 
foremen to “‘overlook’’ absence of m- 
ployés. It was a day of meditation and con- 
gecration to America and Americanism. The 
ghetto was hushed in refiection and solemn 
tribute. 

The wave of Americanism began to spread 
over the ghetto early in the morning. Many 
of the streets leading to the house where 
Sammy Meisenberg’s parents live were 
decorated with American flags. On Four- 
teenth street there were flags in many win- 
dows—but not in every window. A little 
band of ghetto young men felt this street, 
leading as it does direct to the Meisenberg 
residence, cannot afford to have even a sin- 
fle window without an American flag. They 
went into the tea and coffee houses of the 
district soliciting contributiong for Ameri- 
can flags. 


Hundreds of Small Flags Bought. 

In a few minutes the young men had near- 
ly a hatful of nickels, dimes, and pennies 
with which hundreds of little flags were 
bought and distributed free. Fourteenth 
street, from Halsted street to Center avenue, 
goon was dettéd with red, white, and blue. 

Thousands of ghetto housewives and old 
men who either could not epare the time or 
were afraid to undertake the long journey 
to the rallroad)station and the city hall, con- 
tented themselves with going to the Meisen- 
berg house at 1450 Racine avenue. They 
filled the streets, and any one who ever Kad 
spoken two words to Sammy was soon the 
center of an eager, inquisitive group. 

A girl who had taken a day off from her 
work in honor of the homecoming of Sam- 
ry's body was handed a paper and was 
asked to read all that is sald about the hero. 
She read the English and translated the gist 
of it into Yiddish to eager listeners. 


“City Mayor’ Honors Dead. 

“So the city mayor himself came down to 
see him?” one manasked, addreseing nobody 
in particular. But there were a dozen an- 
sewers. 

“Yes, yes, the city mayor came to honor 
him,” an old woman spoke up above the rest. 
“What do you suppose this is—Roumania? 
My husband served in the war of 1877, and 
when he came home crippled they would not 
even allow him to open a little tobacco and 
dry goods store. He had to come to America 
after having fought for Roumania.” 

A Jewish editor who listened to these 
fervid speeches in Yiddish about the new 
world chuckled to himself. 

“Believe me,“ the editor sald, the em- | 
peror of Austria, the kaiser of Germany, and 
a few other potentates of Europe might gain 
many a pointer from the talk of these wom- 
en. Germany is trying to assimilate its 
Poles and is making a miserable job of it. 
Russia once tried to Russianize Jews and 
failed. The United States is breaking down 
barriers of race and nation by just this ap- 
preciation for the boys who died fighting for 
the country. 


Legends About Sammy. 

Sammy Meisenberg's body has not yet been 
covered with earth, but already legends are 
being woven about him.

The family of the marine was given a 
chance to view the casket at the station be- 
fore it was placed in the hearse. With Morris 
Meisenberg, the father, was Mrs. Meisenberg, 
their daughter Rebecca, and an elder son, 
Meyer.

Thousands Line La Salle Street. 
Thousands of persons lined La Salle street 
from the station to the city hall. They wait- 
ed patiently as the casket was carried from 
the train. 

As the funeral procession passed, business 
was suspended. Bankers and clerke, brokers 
and office boys, streamed out of the tall office 
buildings and swelled the throngs on the 
sidewalks. Otbers appeared at high windows 
and climbed on fire escapes. 

At the city hall the cortége was met by 
the mayor. The casket was lifted from the 
‘hearse and carried into the corridor, where it 
was placed in the rotunda under a cata- 
fal que, to lie in state. 


Near Riot at City Hall. 

Within a few minutes after the coffin had 
been placed in the rotunda of the city hall 
under its canopy of black and dull purple 
cloth, there came a stampede. Persons who 
wished to view the casket had been allowed 
to crowd the long corridors leading to the 
four streets of City Hall square. There was 
no semblance of order, except directly 
around the bier. 

Suddenly there came a wild rush of spec- 
tatore from the La Salle street entrahce. 
They swept the police aside and crowded to 
the casket. Others from the other entrances 
swept forward, and for a moment the can- 
opy rocked. There were fifty policemen in 
the corridors, but they were helpless. 
Lieut. James Conroy sent in a riot call 
and in a few minutes fifty more policemen 
arrived on the run. They fought their way 
through the crowd and in fifteen minutes the 
lobby was cleared out. 


Crush Causes Women to Faint. 
Women screamed and struggled in vain to 
free themselves. Several of them feinted 
and were carried into the city collector's of- 
fice and into other offices upstairs. One 
woman whose name was not obtained car- 
ried a year old child, which was nearly 
crushed to death in the mob, Among those 
who were slightly injured were:

Five Thousand in Crowd. 

It was estimated that a crowd of 5,000 per- 
sons surrounded the city hall and flooded 
its corridors when the rush came. After 
order was reetored about the bier specta- 
tors were allowed to pass in review before 
the casket. In two double lines they entered 
the Washington street entrance and passed 
out into Randolph street. 

An average of 140 persons passed the cas- 
ket every minute for more than three hours, 
from a little before 1 until 4 o'clock. It was 
estimated that 15,000 persons bared their 
heads and viewed the casket while it lay in 
state. 

The coffin was covered with two American 
flags, on which were placed floral pieces. 
At either side were ferns and palms. The

In line also were cadets from military 
academies in uniform, members of the G. A. 
R., and Spanish war veterans. 

Most of the persons who passed before the 
bier expected to catch a glimpse of the face 
of the dead marine, but they were dis 
appointed, for the coffin was sealed. 


Body Borne from City Hall. 

The marines carried their comrade’s body 
to the hearse, which waited in La Salle 
street, at 4 o’clock. Accompanied by the 
Meisenberg family and the members of the 
funeral committee, a slow procession was 
begun to the undertaking rooms of Weinstein 
& Nierman at 3654 West Twelfth street. 

After the procession had turned into 
Twelfth street from South Halsted street it 
was viewed by thousands who lined the 
walks, crowded the windows, and sought 
places of vantage on the fire escapes. The 
spectators bared their heads as the cortége 
passed. 

All night the coffin, draped with flags and 
loaded down with flowers, rested in the 
undertaker’s chapel. Candles burned at the 
head, according to the Jewish custom. 

A crowd estimated at 20,000 gathered about 
the undertaking rooms at night. Several 
thousand formed in line and passed through 
the chapel to view the body. 

The crowd was thrown into excitement 
when boys strewed percussion caps on the 
street car tracks a short distance from the 
undertaking establishment, causing a series 
of explosions. Another disturbance resulted 
when the police arrested two men who re- 
fused to obey commands. Several women 
were knocked down and bruised. 


Committee Accompanies Body. 

The committee which accompanied the 
body to the undertaking rooms included Dr. 
George Sultan, George Well, N. H. Bolotin, 
Jacob Schwartz, Paul Rissman, Paul Witt- 
kowsky, H. M. Barnett, J. Loedner, D. T.

An organized band of pickpockets plied 
their trade unmolested at the doors of 
the city 12 and county building yesterday.

Lawyer Tries to Prove Accuser 
of Ex-Policeman Caused 
Rosenthal’s Murder. 


PARTY TO PERJURY PLOT. 


Cross. Examination of Witness 
Bares Real Defense of Con- 
victed New Yorker. 


New York, May 13.—[Spectial.}—The real 
defense of Charles Becker, the story relied 
upon to save him from a second conviction, 
ran through the cross examination of Jack 


Rose today as a brook wanders through a 


forest, sometimes revealed, sometimes con- 
cealed. It was lost sight of now and then in 
an underbrush, whole thickets of words, but 
in open spaces it was as clear as sunlight. 

That defense which Attorney Manton la- 
bored for five hours to establish from Roses 
own statements and admissions, was that 
Rose is a vile creature, who could not tell the 
truth to save his life and who, therefore, can- 
not be believed when he accuses Becker of 
ordering the murder of Rosenthal; that Rose 
himself caused the murder of Rosenthal be- 
cause Rosenthal had spread the rumor that 
Rose had framed Selig, the gang leader, and 
put Selig in peril of fourteen years in Sing 
Sing, gossip which would have caused Selig’s 
gunmen to shoot Rose if Rosentha! had lived 
to spread such talk, and that the interlock- 
ing stories of the four informers, Rose, Web- 
ber, .allon, and Schepps, was a mass of per- 
jury concocted in the west side prison in 
weeks of communication provided by the dis- 
trict attorney himself. 

None can say if Mr. Manton failed or suc- 
ceeded except the twelve men who must de- 
cide Becker's guilt or innocence. 


Both Sides See Advantage, 

Becker's lawyer is contident tha: ue guided 
the eyes of the jurors to the puzzle picture in 
Rose's testimony, the picture of Rose’s guilt 
hidden in the maze of accusations against 
Becker. 

Mr. Whitman is equally confident that 
Rose’s testimony about every essential point 
of Becker’s connection with the murder was 
unshaken, and that Mr. Manton was able to 
get before the jury only such things as the 
prosecution would have conceded, that Rose 
was a gambler, a perjurer, a blackmaller, and 
a murderer. Had he not been all of these 
things, Whitman says, Rose could not have 
done Becker’s work. 

It cannot be said that Rose faltered or 
broke under Mr. Manton’s attack. In not 
dozens but scores of particulars the cross ex- 
aminer brought out variances from the test!- 
mony in the former trial, but Rose's reply 
was always ready; he was giving the sub- 
stance, not the details of his former story. 


Rose Calm Under Fire. 

Rose maintained his composure even under 
Manton's merciless analysis of his past life. 
Men of less hardihcod than Rose would 
have collapsed from rhame. But this ex- 
traordinary person mot Mr. Manton’s glance, 
and without a blush or a grimace endured 
the lawyer s indictment, that he had done 
about all of the bad things a man could do. 

Rose was alert, crafty, resourceful.” For 
example, he took advantage of a slip by Mr. 


Manton and got inte Gidte@limbdny; like a 


flash, the staternent that he had sent Sam 
Schepps to Becker's house the night after 
the murder. All of Manton’s objections and 
protests couldn’t get that out of the record.

The achievement of the Burnham plan 
for the beautification of the south shore 
has been blocked by a djsagreement bee 
tween the wer department and Repre- 
sentative Mann on one side and Mayor 
Harrison and Corporation Counsel Sex- 
ton on the other, over the reservation of 
harbor rights. 
The permit to the south park board to 
make a strip of land along the shore be- 
tween Fifty-first and Sixty-seventh 
streets is being withheld pending the dis- 
‘position of objections raised by the city 
to the imclusion of the tract between 
Fifty-first and Fifty-third streets. 
Corporation Counsel Sexton, who has been 
discussing these matters with federal offi- 
cials for several days, departed today for 
Atlantic City. He will return next week to 
confer with the war department further and 
to ask Senator Lewis to assist in obtaining 
an additional appropriation for the break- 
water. 

The war department will decide whether 


to proceed at all with the breakwater con- 
struction after receiving a report from Col. 
Judson, the government engineer at Chicago.

The child must be trained to disregard 
these abnormalities by counsel and precept 
and also by discipline. If he is convinced 
that he is just like other boys, he will forget 
his caprice, for caprices are manifestations 
of an exaggerated ego. Pain and suffer- 
ing have their place in the training. Un- 
less a boy gets hurt occasionally in boxing, 
wrestling, aye, in fighting, he goes through 
life with an exaggerated fear of pain and 
suffering. The best way to rid him of this 
exaggerated fear, even of fear itself, is to 
have him get hurt occasionally. 

Fear is powerful in its capacity for pro- 
ducing ill health, as well as for making men 
incapable. Barker thinks that the founda- 
tion for abnormal fears and timidity is 
laid by the practice of frightening children. 

In Greece and Rome the children were 
frightened with stories of female demons. 
At the present time use is made of goblins, 
witches, ghosts, and “* hants,” 

Children must be protected from such sto- 
ries, and when through them morbid fears 


| exist they must be trained into better men- 


tal states. 


EYE SHOULD BE STRAIGHTENED. 

R. M. W. writes: I havea friend who has 
one crossed eye, and she wants to know if 
an operation will straighten it. What ex- 
pense attaches to such an operation? Can 
there be any danger from an operation of 
this nature? I have a severe pain above the 
navel, about four or five inches to the right. 
What can be the cause?’ 


REPLY. 

1. Yes. The eyes should be examined to find the 
reason for the condition. Some cases can be 
straightened by the use of glasses. Suitable cases 
are straightened by a simple, safe operation on one 
or more muscles. It can be done under local an- 
esthesia. <A crossed eye does not see. If it saw 
the eyes would register two flelds of vision—one 
with the normal eye, the other off to one side, the 
record of the crossed eye. Such a condition would 
be intolerabie; therefore, one just fails to see, or 
forgets to see with the crossed eye. This means 
that the crossed eye is useless and a good deal 
worse. By all means have it fixed. .

Washington, D. C., May 13.— [Special. | 


With Theodore Roosevelt nearing American 
shores and the preslection legisiative pro- 
gram of the Democratic party formulated, 
political issues have become the chief sub- 
jects of contention in congress. 

The action of the Democratic caucus last 
night in limiting the genera! legislative pro- 


gram for the remainder of the session to | 


consideration of the anti-trust bills touched 
off a number of displays of political fre 
works on debate in the house during the day. 
It was apparent that the congressional cam- 


paign is now on. 
The Progressives were particularly active. 


Representative Murdock of Kansas, the Pro- 


gressive leader in the house, outlined in an 
interview the character of the campaign his 
party will conduct for control of congress 
at the fall election. He denounced the Demo- 
erats for dodging issues, particularily rural 
credits, prohibition, and suffrage. The Re- 
publicans, he said, spent half a century in 
putting vital public problems “in a hole, 
and the Democrats have nailed the cover 
down.“ 


Democratic Tariff Act Guesswork. 

The Democrats passed a tarifi act, a ran- 
dom. guesswork, crazy quilt, caucus borp 
omnibus bill,”" he said. It has not done 
one thing that the Democrats promised it 
would do. It has not reduced the cost of 
living. It has not so much as pried loose a 
single finger tip of the stranglehold the spe- 
cial interests have upon the country. 

At the conclusion of the tariff bill the Re- 
publican leaders, faking as usual, offered a 
motion to recommit and create a tariff com- 
mission.

A vote on the Hobson national prohibition 
amendment on the eve of the fall election is 
more dreaded than anything else on the leg- 
islative calendar by a majority of the house, 
“drys” as well as wets.“ 

For having precipitated the crisis by re- 
porting the resolution the judiciary commit- 
tee is anathematized by scores of members. 

Now that the Hobson resolution is on the 
house calendar, the leaders believe the coun- 
try will be satisfied to allow the matter to 
take the regular course. 


No Referendum of People? 

Before the second day’s session of the na- 
tional association of wholesale liquor dealers 
Secretary Joseph Debar told the delegates 
that in their fight against national prohibi- 
tion they must take the ground that the Hob- 
son resolution amending the federal const!- 
tution is in no proper sense of the term aref- 
erendum to the people. 

Mr. Debar also attacked the anti-saloon 
league, charging that this organization main- 
tains in Washington an aggressive and per- 
sistent lobby whose practice is to intimidate 
legislators.

of Suffrage Growth. 


OME, May 18.—The Rev. Dr. Anna 

Howard Shaw of New York today de- 

livered a striking address on woman suf- 

frage at a public meeting under the 

auspices of the International Council of 
Women. 

Dr. Shaw sald the first duty of patriotic 
women is to bring the practical life of gov- 
ernment into harmony with the fundamental 
principles of justice, which demand that the 
laws governing the people give equal 
privileges and equal opportunities to all, re- 
gardiless of sex. 

During the last five years, she said, woman 
suffrage has from an academic to a 
practical question and all political parties have 
realized that it is one with which governments 


must speedily deal. 


— 

She declared that the growth of the suffrage 
movement has been proved in several ways: 

First—The changed attitude of the people, 
in that woman suffrage has become the most 
frequent subject of conversation everywhere, 
while the press gives more space to it in its 
news and editorial columns than to any other 
political or moral reform. 

Second—The different political parties re- 
flecting the popular mind vie with each other 
in seeking the support of women by inserting 
woman suffrage planks in their programs, as 
they know that no party can be successful when 
women organize against it. 

Third—The last two years have shown the 
subject of woman suffrage has been before 
every parliament in every nation except Turkey, 
while in the United States it has been one of 
the most important questions of debate. 

Fourth — The fact that more nations and 
states have granted the vote to women during 
the last five years than in any five years in 


history.

Weigh and allow a pound of Sugar to each 
pound of fruit, Mix well and stand in a cool 
place over night. .In the morning cook for half 
an hour, or until soft enough to put through a 
coarse sieva Strain, return to the preserving 
kettle, and continue the cooking, stirring al- 
most constantly for half an hour or longer, un- 
til a clear amber jelly results that will thicken 
into a paste as it cools. Put into small jars, 
and, when »ool, cover with paraffin and seal. 
The stirring almost constantly will not be 
necessary if the temperature is kept at sim- 
mering, but the thing given constant attention 
while cooking is nearly always something good.

PINEAPPLE AND RHUBARB MARMALADE. 
—One quart of shredded pineapple, four quarts 
of rhubarb, and the juice of two oranges. Cook 
the pineapple in water until tender; add rhubarb 
cut up, skin and all, and cook until soft Then 
measure and add a large cup of sugar to each 
pint of fruit. Boil twenty minutes, turn into 
Sterilized glasses, and seal. The marmalade 
must be stirred constantly while boiling, as it 
is apt to scorch. 

Some additions are made te this recipe, but 
none suggesting more sugar, and it does not 
seem entirely consistent to use gugar, pound 
for pound of fruit, when pineapple alone is 
used, and then only half a pound to @ pound 
when sour rhubarb its used. If either should be 
put through a sieve surely it ig The latter, which 
is cooked with the skin on, and thig really needs 
to be removed after the cooking if the rhubarb 
is at all old. 

If the fruit purchased is exceedingly corky, 
that is, one in which the cellulose divides too 
definitely, leaving holes, do not use it for pre- 
serving.

Hold Meeting and Decide to 
Try to Knock Out New 
Ordinance,

RELY ON CONSTITUTION. 


“ A well regulated militia being necessary 
to the security of a free state, the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed.” 

This—the second amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States—is being relied 
upon by dealers in firearms and ammuni- 
tion to kill the Nance ordinance regulating 
the sale of weapons. 

A number of dealers met informally yes- 
terday in the office of Fred Biffar, a manu- 
facturer’s agent, and decided to attempt to 
knock out the new ordinance at any cost. 
This meeting was merely prelſminary to a 
big formal meeting that is to be called after 
Mayor Harrison signs the ordinance—if he 
does. 

The dealers simply determined not to be 
caught napping. Each dealer present pledged 
a sum of money for the fight and Attorney 
Martin J. Isaacs, the man who took the old 
Murray ordinance into court on injunction 
proceedings, was retained to make the new 
fight. 


Dealers Have Narrow Escape. 
It is interesting to note that the seven 


dealers who fought the old Murray ordi- 
nance narrowly escaped being cited for con- 
tempt of court because of the methods ap- 
plied against the ordinance of Ald. Nance. 
The dealers anticipated Nance’s move and 
when he prepared to put his ordinance 
through MonZay night, he was handed a 
newly printed pamphlet purporting to give 
the history of the fight against the ordinance 
ofiered on March 4. 1912, by former Ald. 
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i nance. At the end of the month Ald. Mur-

Certain ambitious dealers, under 
the misapprehension that the injunction had 
actually been granted, hurriedly published 
what they believed to be the facts in the

Four members of the board ot edu tion 
resumed their duties yesterday after a forced 
absence of almost five months.

The 
“ousted men who were reseated are 
James B. Dibelka, Henry W. Huttmann, 
John C. Harding, and Charles O. Sethness. 

Bills and contracts amounting to almost 
$800,000, on which payment had been stopped 
during the eight weeks when no business 
was transacted, were passed by the board. 

Neither faction of the board made any at- 
tempt to show its hand. Every member of 
the board was present except Dr. Pater C. 
Clemensen, who is in Europe, and Thomas 
Kelly, who ie III. 

The faction led by Peter Reirberg. presi- 
| dent of the board, met at 20’clock, two hours 

before the board meeting, in respoase to a 

special call from the president's office. The 
| object, according to some members, was to 
outline a plan of action at the board meet- 
ing and to consider the selection of a vice 
president of the board. 

The election of vice president was sched- 
uled to take place, but did not. The anti- 
Young faction had planned to place Robert 
J. Roulston in the field. He is still a potem 
tial candidate. 


Plan to Delay Election. 

The opposing faction decided at its caucus 
| not to put any candidate in the field, and, if 

possible, to postpone the election until July 
when the terms of the “ ousted men en- 
pire. It invited the members of the other 
faction into the caucus, and the issue was 
discussed by both sides. 

No compromise was reached, but the lead- 
ers of the anti-Young faction thought it use- 
less to place a candidate in the field when it 
could command only nine of the eleven votes 
necessary to elect. Mr. Roulston may be 
nominated at the next meeting. His friends 
ray wait, however, until the return of Dr. 
Clemensen in June. They asserted they have 
not given up hope of electing their candi- 
date. The faction led by Mr. Reinberg de- 
cided to vote down any candidate which the 
opposing side might put up from its ranke. 
The subject probabiy will arise at the next 
meeting.

The order of Judge Foell was obeyed te 
the letter.

The 
land is valued at about $55,000, and is said 
to be the largest gift ever made to the school 
board.

Chase's 
only explanation was that Lord told him he 
was going to quit baseball for good and was 
going to his home in Maine. 

As nearly as can be ascertained Lord took 
a midnight train out of Washington. Wheth- 
er or not he has had Federal league offers 
and contemplates jumping to the outlaw 
ranks will not be known until Lord himself 
makes further announcement of his plans. 
Manager Callahan appointed Buck Weaver 
captain of the team soon after learning of 
Lord’s desertion. 

Deserter in Bad Slump. 

Lord has been going badly since the Sox 
hit their slump, falling off in his hitting and 
fielding, but he has been no worse than the 
rest of the team in either respect. In yester- 
day’s game Lord pulled a bonehead play in 
the sixth inning. Two were out when Milan 
smashed a triple into right field. When the 
ball came back to Chase the first sacker 
wheeled without looking and shot it to third, 
but no one was covering the base. That mis- 
cue, which was technically an error for 
Chase, was really Lord's fault and it let 
Milan score. He would have registered any- 
way on Gandil’s hit, which followed. 

Manager Callahan denies having called 
Lord down severely for this mistake, but 
declares he merely warned all infielders to stay on 
their own bases when not drawn into a play. 
Last night about midnight Lord left the hotel with 
his baggage, but without telling any one except 
Chase where he was going. No one else knew 
anything about it until Chase told Rid Glea- 
son this forenoon. He merely imparted the in- 
formation that Lord had declared he was 
through with baseball and was going home, Man- 
ager Callahan was unable to find any reason 
for the action. 

Not Reprimanded by Cal. 

„ did not call down Lord after his play in the 
sixth inning yesterday nor after the game. I 
have always believed Lord was of such a peculiar 
disposition that a calldown would do more harm 
than good, as he knew his own mistakes and wor- 
ried more about them than anybody else.

Cincinnati, O., May 18.—[Special. ]—Belle- 
vue, Ky., just across the Ohio river from Cin- 
cinnati, is to be the new home of the Kansas 
City Federal league club.

He told them they could have almost 
1,000 feet of perfectly level ground on both 
the streets that bound the park, which would 
give ample room to lay out one of the largest 
ball yards in the country. 

Spinks stated tonight that there is hardly 
any doubt that he will sell outright for 
$60,000. He would prefer to grant the base- 
ball men a lease for as long as the new league 
desires, but he will meet the agents again 
tomorrow and close a deal of some sort. 
Surveyors of the Federal agents have gone 
over the ground thoroughly. The contract 


for the new stands will be let tomorrow morning 
to Louts Heister, Olncinnat! contractor. He will 
meet Attorney Gates and the local capitalists who 
are back of the scheme at the park tomorrow 
morning.
